Our flr- 
ine range was about seven miles 
and one ship alone fired over 150 
tons of shells into the port. 

With less than two hours 0 
darkness in which to withdraw 
from the Tripoli coast, we were 
prepared for a most unpleasant 
day.

THLE QUEEN has presented eight mobile can- 
teens fer service in the new system of food convoys, 
to bombed towns which is being instituted by the 
Ministry of Food. The Food Minister announced’ 
that there will be eighteen of these “flying squads”:

Each food convédy will be a 
complete unit carrying its own 
wood. water, solid fuel and cook- 
ing utensils. It will be under the 
control of the Divisional Food 
Officer, who-will dispatch the con- 
voy to any town whith notifies 
him that it requirds aid.

As yet the question re- 
mains unanswered whie- 
ther the Balkan cam- 
paign and the drive in 
Cyrenaica, now effective- 
ly halted, have been un- 
dertaken by Hitler merely 
as ,a diversion, under- 
taken for reasons of pres- 
tige, or whether the move, 
with its potential threat 
to the Near East, through, 
Turkey, and Suez, thr- 
ough Egypt, is intended to; 
pin down British sea and 
air forces in Africa while 
he attempts to strike a’ 
decisive blow at Britain. 


The answer to this ques- 
tion may depend upon the 
degree in which Hitler 
fears the increasing help 
given by the United States 
to the British cause, and 
his estimate of the time 
likely to elapse before that 
aid can-be put to forceful 
practical use.

In those days 
of universal autocracy oppressing 
all nations, Napoleon brought) 
with him an undoubted brea‘h, of 
liberation.

that, unlike Napoleon, Hitler | 
brings with him only fetters and: 
famine. 


If this edifice of slavery begins , 
to crack, the entire system of sla- 
very will collapse. Another great 
lesson of the Napoleonic era’ is 
that in those days Great Britain,

A LOSS OF $268,118.01 was disclosed at to-day's 
annual meeting of the shareholders of the Hong 
Kong, Canton and Macao Steamboat Company, 


Limited. 


The Chairman. the Hon. Mr, Ls 
‘Tse Fong, said 
Although not unexpected, the 
result. of Jast year's trading was 
again unsatisfactory. The loss for 
the year, after providing for de- 
preciation of steamers at the usual 
rate, repairs, ete, is $268,118.01. 
This sum has been transferred to 
Profit: and Loss Account making 
that account a debit of $236,378.42 
which your Directors recommend 
to be carried forward to a new ac- 
count 

Trading conditions remained 
poor for the whole of 1940. Every 
conceivable effort) was made — to 


economical basis, but conditions 
were such that) your Directors 
were forced to retvrench further by 
laying up the “Taishan.” 

The passenger traffic in the 
Macao line was adversely affected 
by the restrictive measures 
against cholera, When your Direc- 
tors realized that prevailing con- 
ditions demanded immediate co- 
operation between the river ship- 
ping Companies towards an econo- 
micul adjustment of the passage 
rates they lost no tine or oppor- 
tunity in trying to come to an un- 
derstanding with them. No satis- 
factory response, however, was re- 
ceived to all the overtures made, 
and it remained for the Company 
to face a daily worsening situation 
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It was hinted by the Chairman that Govern- 
ment assistance might have to be sought in the 
future for maintenance of the company’s essential 
services if the situation does not improve. 


Ist April. 1941, the three principal 
companies engaged in the Macao 
line agreed to increase passage 
and freight rates. These rates 
have not been brought up to a 
level commensurate with the much 
higher cost of operation of the 
steamers, but it is a step in the 
right direction, and it is to be hop- 
ed that the sensible but belated 
cooperation thus exhibited by 
those concerned — will) be main- 
tained. 


Of the immediate — prospects 
ahead of the Company I fear that 
they are not. bright.

“Konshan" and “Chungshan’ oper- 
ated only a curtailed schedule of 
sailings in order to econonuse coal 
and oil. 

The invasion of the Heungshan 
District severed all communica 
tion between Macao and the inter- 
ior, and the Tsien Shan Customs 
Station suspended service in May 
The enforcement of the embargo 
on rice from Hong Kong further 
affected freight returns. 

In the Canton I'ne the interests 
which the Company had in the 
operation of the ‘‘Fatshan” came 
to a stop in July when certain de- 
mands made by the Authorities in 
Canton made it impossible for 
owners to continue running her on 
a commercial basis. 


Coal Prices 


Your Directors have, as usual, 
been unremitting in their efforts 
towards the economical running 
of your steamers. The stock of 
coal which was bought at a rea- 
sonable price late in 1939 lasted 
the Company for the whole of 
Jast year, and is sufficient to see 
the “Kinshan” through to next 
June, It is unfortunate that the 
latest contract has had to be made 
at a much higher figure. In this 
connection prevailing conditions 
leave much to be desired. and it 
would seem that. Government as- 
sistance may be necessary in the 
near future in the maintenance of 
our essential services if the situa- 
tion docs not improve. 
In the course of his address to 
you last year the Chairman re-

There are not many 
Ports in the British Empire run 
by the Government, in fact, 
belteve this is the case only in 
South Africa where the Govern- 
ment there own and control alt 
the railways and harbours, A 
Minister of the Government Is re- 
sponsible and directly under him 
is a.General Manager in charge 
of the railways and harbours, This 
system does not prove altogether 
satisfactory to the commercial 
community, although the Gov- 
ernment of the country is on a 
democratic basis and members of 
the Legislature can air the grie- 
vances of their constituents. In 
Hong Kong there is no form of 
democratic Government. Control 
of the Port, even by a_ special 
department of the Government 
of Hong Kong, would in effect be 
bureaucratic control, and that 
form of control is not highly re- 
garded Now-a-days.

The scheme 
has the advantage that it effects 
this widening by a narrow — re- 
clamaton, in addition to providing 
for the building of new and im- 
proved piers. It includes also a 
more extensive reclamation — be- 
tween Murray Road and Queen 
Victoria Street. The roughly es- 
timated cost of that portion of the 
scheme between Queen Street and 
Queen Victoria Street is $7,500,000 
and of the remainder — $2,700,000, 
mak.ng a total of $10,200,000, This 
js a bold scheme but an eminent- 
ly desirable one and one 
recommend for carrying out 
soon us practicable. I may add

So far us piers on the Kow- 
loon side of the Harbour are con- 
cerned, they, as atready stated, 
wre in a satisfactory condition, and 
extensive enough to accommodate 
the volume of trade now using the 
Port If, however, we cun assume 
that the European War and the 
China-Japan War will come to a 
satisfactory end some lime, there 
does not seem to be much doubt 
that the trade of Hong Kong will 
increase. Then the matter of fur- 
ther accommodation — will 
sooner or later, and the question 
as to where new piers are to be 


coustruc.ed will become a pressing , 


one. Messrs. Coode, Fitzmaurice, 
Wilson & Mitchell in their Report 
of 24th November, 1922, propos- 
eda scheme for the construction 
of new piers in’ Hung Hom Bay 
on the eust side of the Kowloon 
Peninsula, Having: regard to the 
occupation oof the land in this 
urea, the scheme had no doubt 
much to recommend at 2 con- 
sider, however. that before anv- 
thing is done on the east side, the 
capacity of the west side of the 
Penmsuta should first be exhaust- 
ed. ‘The east side is exposed to 
the prevailing winds and typhoons, 
a the west is more protected.

There does 
not seem to be any reason why it 
should stand in the way of the 
development for commercial 
purposes of the really best 
sile wn the Port) for those 
purposes, I understand that some 
negotiations have already tuken 
place between the Hong Kong &

will no doubt be encouraged, 

In des gming ftature mers, 
sideration should be given to the 
question of providing, on the piers 
themselves, transit sheds, passen- 
ger accommodation and railway 
sidings. The railway connections 
would necessitate taking over the 
Military tands to the ‘south of 
Austin Road. The removal of the 
Military from their present posi- 
tion in the midst of a built-up 
area, would appear in any case 
to be overdue. 


Reclamations 


J think that the following works 
of reclamation should be carried 
out by the Government as soon 
as practicuble:— 

The filling in of the present 
Typhoon refuge harbour at Mong 
Kok Tsui (167 acres) and the 
filing in of about 143 acres at 
Cheung Sha Wan, together with 
the formation at the latter place 
of a new Typhoon refuge in lieu 
of the former. The total area of 
land thus reclaimed. would there- 
fore be 310 acres. The new re- 
fuge would, on the whole, be bet- 
ter than the old one from the 
point of view of protection from 
the winds. It is true it is a little 
further away, but the extra dis- 
tance is so small as not to be any 
detriment. Mr. Nicol’s very rough 
estimate, at to-day’s prices, of 
the cost of the whole scheme. in- 
cluding the reclamation and the 
construction of the necessary 
s¢a-walls, Is $12,000,000.

Cheungshawan 


The reclamation suggested at 
Cheung Sha Wan would displace 
certain ship and boat building 
yards now situated there, and it 
is proposed that a small reclama- 
tion be carried out at Yau Tong 
Wan (near) Lye Mun — entrance 
channel) in order to accommodate 
the yards so displaced. This is 
a small matter and I have not 
inquired into the cost. An ap- 
proach road would be required at 
this site. 


The reclamation of about 214 
acres of land at Tsun Wan should 
also be carried out. This land 
could be made available for bui'd- 
‘ing sites for residential, indus- 
trial and public purposes, The 
average depth of filling over this 
area would be small and the cost 
Is roughly estimated at $4,750,000 
This) scheme would undoubtedly 
pay for itself. 


Sewerage 


To have refrained from dealing 
Dwithy the peneral question of 
‘sewerage, as it hardly falls within 
fhe terms oof my reference. In 
suggesting the filing in of the 
present Typhoon refuge harbour 
at Mong Kok Tsui, Io itm aware 
‘that. apart from its other advan- 
tages. such reclamation will have 
the effect of clearing away an 
area of sill water heavily pollut- 
ed with sewage, 


There are other places in the 
Harbour which are similarly af-

This is a matter relating to the 
health of the community and 
forms a big problem to which I 
‘have no doubt the Government is 
fully alive.
